ADVOCATES DECLARATION 
OF WAR ON THE GERMANS 
BY THE UNITED STATES 


London, Sept. §S.—Professor W. M. 
Wale, of the University of Chicago, 
who, as he recently cabled, advocates 
an immediate declaration of war by 
the United States against Germany 
for the latter’s violation of the Hague 
convention, particularly in the use of 
floating mines and the destruction of 
Louvain, has just arrived from France, 

“The United States,” he said to the 
correspondent, “should immediately 
declare war on Germany as a violator 
of the Hague agreement. What has 
always been wanted is a sanction for 
the pacts of nations, There could he 
no more effective sanction than the 
declaration of a great nation, outside 
the immediate conflict, that where she 


is a party they shall, so far as Hes in 


her power, be kept sacred,”

Washington, Sept. 8—The Russian 
embassy here today Issued the follow- 
ing statement In regard to the move- 
ment of the Russian army: 

“On Sept, 5, our troops took the 
etrong fortifications of Mikolae, on the 
Dneister river. The moats of these 
works were covered by flanking fire, 
the artillery placed in steel Cupolas 
und the whole of the works surrownd- 
ed by a triple line of wire, entangle- 
} ments, We took 40 guns and large 
stores of supplies and ammunition, In 
northern Galicia serious fighting is go- 
ing on at Rawa Ruska. The first 
Austrian army which had been ad- 
vancing toward Lublin and Kholm, ts 
retreating before the onslaught of our 
troops. We are taking prisoners, Kuns 
and ammunition, 

“In one of the field hospitals that 
fell into our hands, we found that 60 
Austrian soldiers were suffering from 
dysentry, This illness is sweeping the 
ranks of the enemy 

“In Bast Prussia only skirmishing is 
taking place.”

Paris Continues to Make Progress—Teutons Retiring in 
the Direction of the Marne River French Troops Re-Oc- 
cupy Mandry and the Peak of Fourneaux—No Change in 
Situation in the Province of Alsace—Kaiser’s Men Are 
Steadily Losing Ground. 


An official communication issued at Paris this after- 
noon says that the left wing of the allied armies, compris- 
ing portions of the force defending Paris, continues to make 
progress. The advance reaches from the banks of the river 
Ourcq into the region of Montmirail. The Germans are re- 
tiring in the direction of the Marne river, between Meaux 
and Sezanne. 

Paris, Sept. 8.—(2.32 p.m.)—French and English 
troops engaged in the battle now progressing to the east of 
the capital have taken numerous prisoners, including a bat- 
talion of German infantry and a company serving rapid 
fire guns. They captured also many gun carriages. 


Paris, Sept. 8.—(3.25 p.m.) —The movement of retirement of 
the Germans near Vilrey-Franceois is confirmed. On the French 
right a German division attacked the Axis of Chateau Solina and 
Nancy but were repulsed to the northward passing Fere Champenoise. 

Farther to the east the French troops re-occupied Mandry and 
the peak of Fourneaux. There is no change in the situation in the 
province of Alsace. 

Paris, Sept. 8.—Violent encounters have occurred of the 
French center between Fere Champenoise and Vitry le Francois at 
the southern point of the forest of Argonne. The French have not 
fallen back anywhere. The Germans have lost ground. 

Washington, Sept. 8.—The French embassy today received from 
Bordeaux under last night’s date the following: 

“The German right wing on the Ouregu and Grand Morin has 
been attacked with advantage to our troops. On the line Meaux- 
Vitry le-Franco the battle today became general.”

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THE MALIGN INFLUENCE 
OF THE MILITARIST CULT. 

In an interview given to an American newspaper correspondent, 
Winston Churchill intimates that in the making of any treaty one of 
the most potent factors for the establishment of permanent peace 
would be the restoration of natural boundary lines in Europe, such 
as would put the peoples of various races into the countries to which 
they naturally belong. 

~ That this is necessary is evidenced by the tremendous influence 
that the Franco-Prussian treaty of 1871 has had toward the incilement 
of the present war. 

After Germany had defeated France in the war of that period 
the emperor of Germany was more than ready to make a peace upon 
terms which would not humiliate France. He had openly stated that 
the war was not against the French people, but against the refugee 
Napoleon II., who had led his people into false strategy and defeat, 
and then fled rather than face the wrath of those who had so lately 
been his subjects. But the blood and iron hideousness cropped up in 
a demand of the militarist cult that for strategic reasons Germany 
should hold Alsace and Lorraine. The insult of the dismemberment 
of their territory has rankled in the French national consciousness ever 
since. Men born subsequent to the conclusion of hostilities have 
learned of it in the cradle and have grown up to cherish in their hearts 
an enmity against. Germany which cannot be appeased by any act of 
diplomacy, nor wiped out by the soothing efficacy of time. France 
could not forget, and Alsace and Lorraine are in the minds of the mil- 
lions of Frenchmen on the front today. 

Not less explosive was the famous treaty of Berlin. Russia and 
Turkey had settled their differences of 1877 in a manner which seem- 
ed perfectly satisfactory to them and was in accord with the natural 
boundary fines. Servia, Bulgaria, Montenegro and Roumania seemed 
satisfied. But Austria, apparently afraid of a larger Servia and Bul-

France Will Have Wonderful Showing—Largeet Shipment of Bulbs 


Ever Received in the United States Coming From Holland— 
Japan to Reproduce Famous Edifice—Eight Thousand Members 
of Scottosh Clans to Participate in International Bagpipe and 


Dancing Contests. 


An army of men ts completing the 
landscaping of the Panama-Pacific 
International exposition. Huge date 
palms, orange trees in blossom, wis- 
terias, flowering acacias, banana plants 
and great tree ferns, beds of crocuses 
and daffodils, vast expanses sof green 
Jawn and embankments, and trees 60 
or 60 feet in height contrast with tho 
ivory yellow of the exhibit palaces, 
with their huge colonnades and per- 
istyles. The era of construction upon 
the exhibit palaces has passed and the 
installation of the world’s exhibits has 
begun, Within a few weeks thous- 
ands of exhibitors with thelr army of 
attendants, will be installing their dis- 
plays. Altogether more than 70,000 
tons of exhibits will be shown, the 
freightage alone upon these entailing 
an outlay of more than $4,000,000, From 
data furnished by raflroadd managers 
throughout the United States the traf- 
fic department of the exposition estl- 
mates that more than 1,000,000 people 
will cross the Rocky mountains to the 
Vacific coast next year, 

The traffle department of the expo- 
sition has recelved word from eastern 
freight forwarding agents that the in- 
terruption of trans-Atlantic — travel 
caused by the European war will not 
Interfere with the shipment from Hol- 
land of the hundreds of thousands of 
bulbs for the exposition gardens, Or- 
ders for the bulbs In great quantities 
were placed with Dutch nurserymen 
by the landscape department of the ex- 
position. As the bulbs, iris, and other 
flowers included in the order will form 
an essential part of the landscape dec- 
oration, considerable apprehension was 
felt over the possibility that Holland 
growers would be unable to export the 
bulbs. The shipment will be the larg- 
est of the kind ever received in this 
country. 

The traffic department of the expo- 
sition has also received word that a 
great quantity of English plants, flow- 
ers and shrubs from Liverpool will 
shortly be shipped to the exposition. 

As a part of Its display Japan will 
bring the materials for a beautiful 
building that will be a reproduction of 
the famous tea house at Kikakufl, 
more than 1,000 years old, and one of 
the most exquisite of Japanese archl- 
tecture In existence. 

M. Tirman, chairman of the French 
National commission to the Panama- 
Pacific International exposition, has 
cabled Charles C. Moore, president of 
the exposition, that the European war 
will not affect France's participation 
in the exposition. France has  ap- 
propriated $400,000 for its participa- 
tion and will make one of the most 
artistic displays {t has ever made at 
an exposition outside of its own terri- 
tory.

The Removal of All Men Capa- 
ble of Beare Arms Has 
Awful -ffect, 


Copenhagen, Sept. 8.—Hespatch to 
London Tiines says—Dr. Emmille 
Tederer, writing in the Berlin Vos- 
sische Zeitung discussing the extent to 
which German industry already has 
been hit by the war, says that the re- 
moval of all men capable of bearing 
arms has “smashed industry to atoms.” 
All links uniting. various trades have 
been broken, The crisis with regard to 
money and credit which occurred tn 
the first instance was accentuated by 
the necessity of financing the war by a 
single stroke. The attempts made to 
Meet the crisis by liquidating assets 
only made inatters worse, the unfor- 
tunate thing, he says, is that this liqui- 
dation, which is customary in all 
crisis does not in the present instance, 
affect merely a small body of specu- 
lators, but is expressive of the fact 
that German f{ndustry and its produc- 
tion are on a fictictious basis. 


Complete transformation, Dr. Lederer 
says, is necessary in order to Cope with 
the new conditions brought about by 
the war. At present there is little sign 
of this. We see the apparent paradox, 
says Dr, Lederer, that in spite of in- 
creasing absorption for military pur- 
poses of men capable of working there 
ia an increase of unemployment among 
those that remain behind. Even the 
much sought afler labor of women 
cannot find employment. Day after 
day undertakings shut down or the 
output is diminished. Those who con- 
tinue at work are working over pres- 
sure because of the uncertainty, so net 
output is diminished, What, asks Dr. 
Lederer, are the decisive economic 
facts? Does the complete break up of 
industry which threatens Germany in- 
volve a disruption of agriculture and 


the supply of necessities? The war 
means for Germany, first, the  pre- 
vention of exports, and especially 


articles of luxury; second, prevention 
of importation of means of subsistence, 
especially raw’ material such as cotton 
and copper; third, reduction of demand 
of all at the front and restriction of 
demand of those remaining at home. 
There !s no longer any demand for 
articles of luxury. , 
Against these facts, which apparent- 
ly involve the gloomiest possible out- 
look of the near future, Dr. Lederer 
Says there must be others equally as 
deaisive. Germany has had a remark- 
ably good harvest, so, on the whole, 
the purchasing power of the agricul- 
tural industry is relatively big. The 
same thing applies to industries which 
supply the needs of the army and other 
public purposes. The problemisto use 
this purchasing power in such a way 
as to revive all those branches which 
supply the needs of the above men- 
tioned industries, The question Is 
how to build around the sounder kernel 
It will require foresight and perhaps 
great expenditures, for forces which 
could bring about this re-organization 
automatically do not exist It must 
be remembered, Dr. Lederer says, 
first, the amount of available labor is 
considerably reduced, second, avall- 
able war materials probably will not 
be sufficlent for a long time; third, the 
needs of private industries have, during 
the war, undergone a considerable dim- 
inution and change. These facts must 
first be recognized. ‘Then a system- 
atic plan of re-construction must be 
drawn up with the help of chambers of 
commerce and similar organizations. 
The writer concludes by recommend- 
ing the formation of a central perman- 
ent committee representing all inter- 
ests under contrel of the ministry of 
interior to see what can be done. 
This is the first German article I 
have seen which admits the unhappy 
Situation of German industry. The 
future will show whether the time- 
honored expedient of appointing a 
committee of Inquiry will compensate 
for the economic unsoundness of foun- 
dations whereon it rests.
